If you enjoy a drive on the roaa 
that was once the old Carson Emi- 
grant. trail, you may remember the 
old weathered green house that 
seems to fit snugly in the land- 
scape at the site of what used to 
be known as Bartram’s mill. The 
lumber for this house and for the 
barns (that are no more) was sawed 
from timbers on the premises. The 
house built in one of the pleasing 
forms of mid-century architecture 
—dates back to the late fifties, pos- 
sibly 1858. 

! The interior of this house differs 
from that of the early stage coach 
houses which were usually con- 
structed with long hallways and 
rooms on either side. Here the 
rooms were designed for living 
‘rather than for overnight conven- 
‘ience. In fact there is one room 
with three clothes closets. There 
were rooms too expressly designat- 
ed as servant’s quarters. 

| Over a long period of time this 
430 acre ranch was known as the 
Bartram Sandfoss place. Wheeler 
Bartram was the road builder who 
‘later came into prominence. Part 
of this 430 acre ranch was owned 
at different times by W. D. Fowke, 
W. H. Brewer, G. P. Sexton and C. 
Zacher. Charles Sandfoss was sole 
owner at the time that it was sold 
to Jack Bell in 1885. When Bryant’s 
lumber mill above Sly Park was 
flourishing, the old Carson road 
came to life again. Mrs. Bender of 
Pleasant Valley tells me that she 
remembers hearing that as many 
as seventy-five teams a night were 
put up at the Bell house. In 1910, 
‘the property passed to Mr. Henry} 
Gutenberger the present owner. |

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STALIN MADE FULL USE OF TIME REARMING AGAINST 
GERMAN INVASION AFTER SIGNING NON- 
AGGRESSION PACT WITH HERR HITLER

MANILA, (Uncensored) — ‘(lPi— 
Premier Josef Stalin had no illu- 
sions about friendship with Ger- 


many when he signed the Soviet- 
Nazi pact, but he hoped to get a 
breathing spell to strengthen Rus- 
sia’s position. 

Unknown to the outside world— 
because of Russian censors — the 
communist party inside Russia con- 
tinued to carry on anti-Fascist and 
anti-Nazi propaganda after the 
world-shaking Soviet-Nazi pact in 
August. 1939. - 

I spoke in Moscow to Soviet cit- 
izens and foreigners who had at- 
tended anti-Nazi meetings in the 
months that followed the formal 
friendship pact. They told me that 
the tone of these talks differed lit- 
tle from the sentiments expressed 
by Maxim Litvinov in the years 
when he vainly tried to organize a 
world front against Adolf Hitler. 

Did the Stalin government make 
full use of the 21 months thus gain- 
ed or did it throw the breathing 
space away by half-hearted re- 
armament policy like the Chamber- 
lain government after Munich? 

The evidence of this war shows 
that the Soviets made full use of 
the respite and given another year, 
might well have made themselves 
invincible.

Theréfore, Hitler must have 
felt it was necessary to strike be- 
fore the Soviets became too Strong.
